A Prominent Character of Mining 


Life of Past Years Is Now 


Disappearing.

learn. 


Once on a "trace" the pocket-hunter 


is like a hound after a jack rabbit— 
there Is no stopping him. Madly, ex- 
citedly, yet coolly and determinedly, 
he works till the treasure la found or 
hopelessly lost. Finding pockets was 
not "luck." It was hard work, and the 
many tieusures found In southern Ore- 
gon and northern California during the 
early days and even In more recent 
years, were far more oft the result of 
hard systematic, persevering toll than 
of accident. 


Host of the old-time pocket-hunters 


have gone over the great trail. They 
deserve to strike a better "trace" and 
find a richer treasure than they ever 
found over h«re. .And perhaps they 
have. Who knows? 


In the gold fields of the west, the 


pocket-hunter has found his last "col- 
or," and strjek his last "trace." The 
advent of modern day giants of gold- 
getting, the complete taking up of a 
once free domain, has forced him to 
pack his grub kit and hie into the dim 
and fading past. The hunter of poc- 
kets, the "coyote miner," the surface 
scratcher. has passed the age of his 
usefulnes. There was a time when he 
was a necessity. 
During the palmy 


days of the age of gold the pocket- 
hunter played an important part; and 
to his credit let it be said he played 
it well. Hhe blazed the trail that led 
to fields of gold.

gings were indications of lodge-ribbed 
mountains, of hirtt^n treasures beyond 
his shovel handle's length, which was 
his limitation. 


In the gold fields of southern Ore- 


gon and California, the pocket-hunt- 
er, during the pocket-hunting days, 
was a man' not much to be despised.
